A resolution was adopted declaring, in 
effect, that the action of the presbytery 
in December, when it decided not to try 
Dr. McGiffert for heresy, but to disavow 
his teachings, was sufficient under the 
circumstances, and that the opinion of 
the presbytery was that the charges 
should not be considered.

THE JAP FLAG FLYING.

M a n il a, Feb. 13.—It is reported that 
the United States gunboat Princeton 
visited the Tatamis aud Balagan islands, 
which were omitted from tin* Paris 
treaty of lienee, tieing north of 20 de­ 
grees of latitude, raised Ameaican flags 
and appointed native governors. 
It is 
added that the Princeton found the Jap­ 
an ese flag flying at the Bayat island and 
refrained from landing there, (tending 
orders. 
Reports from native sources, which 
on* not confirmed, say General Pie del 
Pilar, the insurgent commander, died of 
fever recent iv. 
The Princeton occupied the northern 
islands under a government order. The 
rejxirt that the Japanese flag was found 
flying is not confirmed, but there are 
rumors that Japan intended to take the 
islands. The natives willingly substi­ 
tuted the American for the insurgent 
officials and took the oath of allegiance. 
The natives of Samar and I>eyte are, 
returning to their towns and the normal 
conditions are being resumed.

The resolution* 
committee was busy, awhile the main 
body of the delegates were listening to 
the speeches at Central Music hall. 
A sot of resolutions was formulated by 
til** committee covering the following 
points: Government ownership of all 
railways and telegraph lines, th e aboli-’ 
tion of all special privileges by legisla­ 
tive enactment, placing on the freelist 
of all trust g'xnls and direct legislation 
by jiefition from the people. 
The discussion in committee was car­ 
ried out on these lines. 
An amendment 
was offered for the taxation of all fran­ 
chises, but was voted down on the 
ground that such action would simply 
legalize special privileges.

F r a n k f o r t , Ky., Feb. 13.—The de­ 
tectives working on the Goebel assas­ 
sination discovered a bullet imbedded in 
one of the trees in the south side of the 
Capitol square. 
It struck the tree about 
20 inches from the ground, and almost 
oil a line from the executive building 
and the s]>ot where Governor Goebel 
fell.

ELKINS AND WOW OTT THE MEN. 


tooth Made Speech** Elkin* Don’t U k e 
th* Debt Refunding F eatu re—W olcott 
Not Q uite lit Line on Hank* Issuing 
More 1’nper Money. 


W a s h in g t o n , Feb. 13.—During the 
delude on the financial bill, iu tho sen­ 
ate, Mr. Elkins (Hep., W. Va.) said ho 
would vote for the bill, but there were 
some features he did not like. He was 
opposed to mixing the refunding of the 
public debt in with a bill establishing 
the monetary standard. He said in part: 
Tim bill undertakes too m uch; it. not only 
defines and establishes tho monetary standard, 
but sets out ii scheme to fund the public debt 
three years before any of our lama* mature, 
and in order to make this schem es lr access ii 
provides flint the national bonks shall be the 
most important factors in its execution. In 
my judgment, t he public debt should be funded 
without any reference whatever to the na­ 
tional batik*. 
I .et the scheme of funding stand 
on its Own merits and by itself. Let the gov­ 
ernment no forward when the t hue comes and 
borrow money for funding purposes at as low 
a rate of interest ns it can, making such a rate 
as vt ill Insure the bonds being maintained at 
par, without depending on national banksor 
any 
outside agency, and 
without 
giving 
grounds fo r the impression ti it a public debt 
is to l*e enroll raged and fostered in order to 
provide a side currency. 
Mr. Well Mitt (Rep., Col.), referring to 
the first section of the senate bill declar­ 
ing the gold dollar should continue to 
stand as t ho standard of value, said in 
part: 
Of course it will, nnd it would so continue if 
this nection were eliminated from the bill. We 
might as well gravely pass a law providing that 
a yard shall continue to be throe feet in length. 
Its re-enactment, changes in no single respect 
existing law. The section has been the law 
since lKo*j and is hardly worth discussing now. 
Tile provision requiring th® payment of th* 
principal and interest of the new bonds in gold 
represents, I think, a mistaken view as to our 
national credit. I cannot but express my re­ 
gret that the committee felt that the exigen­ 
cies of the money market required a departure 
from the terms heretofore used in government 
obligations. 
Adverting to national bunks and to 
the provisions of the bill which affords 
them opportunity to increase their cir­ 
culation to the i ir value of all govern­ 
ment bonds deposited, Mr. Wolcott said 
in part: 
It is estimated that within the next few 
months at leimt *290,(IOO,OOO of additional na­ 
tional bank cm alation will follow the passage 
of the bill. There is no department of human 
industry today in the United Htat<*s, and in the 
r**st of the world us well, that is not suffering 
because of an insufficient volume of money and 
which would not be benefitted by a legitimate 
enlargement of the currency. Under our ex­ 
isting gold standard there.seems to lie no other 
available method of giving us this greatly 
needed increase than the one favored by this 
bill. 
Looking to the currency problems of the 
whole world, all legislation of the character 
contemplate! by this bill is, to those who be­ 
lieve }n th** principles of bimetallism, unwise, 
because under the beneflcienl working of the 
bimetallic s> stein it would be unnecessary. It 
is but one more step to be eventually retraced. 
But the enactment of this measure into law 
without at the same time accompanying it 
with a roaftirmanee of the position of the Re­ 
publican party respecting international bi­ 
metallism would Imi un apparent abandonment 
of the principles and policy of the party; and 
the amendment reimrted by the committee 
conveys a positive assurance to tho world that 
this country, able to hold its own among the 
nations of tho • firth, witli gold us its standard, 
is still ready to meet nnd treat with the other 
leading comm* re jai countries looking to an in­ 
ternational agreement to open the mints of th* 
world to silver as well as gold. 


Htcamer Punk, One Man Drowned.

18.—The steamer 
Henry M. Stanley struck tho Kentucky 
pier of the Southern railway bridge and 
gunk in tw enty-five feet of water, with 
the bow Mi the Kentucky shore. So far 
as known only one man was drowned, 
the steward of the boat. 
A number of 
the crew sprang into the water, but it is 
thought all but the steward reached 
shore. 
Mrs. Long, wife of the captain, 
the only woman on board, escaped.

Every vein and nerve and inns 
cie Is carefully outlined anti colored. 
A figure displaying the entire Ulterior 
of a torso, colored to represent nature, 
shows us that all sorts of tints go to 
make us up Inside. One is apt t i think 
of oneself as Being of one harmonious 
red Interiorly. But this is ail wrong, it 
appears. 
Studying these figures sets one won 
dering where they come from and who 
models them. 
It would Be an occupa 
Hon congenial to few. one would atip 
pose. 
A gentleman who came to the 
door for a moment courteously answer 
ed a lot of questions asked by an in 
qu lait ive person. 
"These models," said he, “are all 
made in Germany and Prance. 
There 
are uone made In tills country. 
Yes. 
the manufacturer’s assistants make 
their originals in clay, working direct 
ly from subjects obtained in hospitals 
and morgues. 
A7.011 of Paris Is the 
largest manufacturer of this line of 
goods. 
They make models of sections 
of animals also. 
For Instance, we now 
have an order for a deer. Come Inside 
and let me show you more of the 
things." 
A glass case in the rear of 
the store was filled with all sorts of 
parts of all sorts of animals, human 
and otherwise. 
"Isu’t this a beautiful heart?” said 
he enthusiastically, exhibiting a life 
size organ of papier tnache, divided up 
Into little hinged parts and colored 
red and tan and pink and blue. 
"It sells for $9. 
A little throat, situ 
llarly colored aud divided, would cost 
you $8 lf your fancy ran to that kind 
of bric-a-brac. 
A Beautiful little Bit 
of mechanism composed 
of 
papier 
mache, bone and wire. Illustrating the 
nerves connecting the tongue with the 
ear, and various Intricate auricular ar 
rangements you can buy for $35." 
There was a shelf full of brains and 
another full of animals’ legs and stout 
achs and livers and things. Altogether 
It was a pretty Bloody looking kind of 
show on account of the quantities of 
red paint used to illustrate large see 
tions of muscle. 
Then standing up in 
one corner was a life size figure of a 
man composed of Innumerable sop 
arate pieces, so that any part could be 
taken off and individually studied. One 
aide demonstrated the muscle forma 
tJou aud the other the veins and nerves 
and arteries. This figure can be bought 
for $500 by any oue who wishes such 
an ornament. 
Then there were genuine skulls and 
skeletons. 
The French excel us also 
in the preparation of human bones 
for the market. 
An articulated skull 
of American workmanship would cost 
$9. 
A skull of French articulation 
was priced at $25. and the work was 
admirable. 
All the most delicate little 
bones were carefully preserved and ar 
ranged, and it was subdivided into 
many small (tarts, beld together with 
tiny Brass hinges. The top of the skull 
was sawed evenly off. so as to form a 
sort of cap. but the other openings 
seemed Irregular and dovetailed. This 
was explained thus: 
"Do you know bow they separate a 
skull into its various parts? 
Well, 
they pack it full of sawdust, which 
they then wet. 
The sawdust expands 
and bursts the skull apart aloug its 
natural Joinings or sutures. These are 
then hinged and wired, as you see. 
It 
all requires most delicate mauipula 
Hon by an expert 
Tratuond of Paris 
la the leading artist in skulls 
aud 
bones. The business of modeling these 
papier mache organs and of articulat 
Ing bones Is not an overcrowded one 
as there is not a large demand for 
such things. 
Schools aud colleges are 
the chief buyers of the articles. 
T h e r e 
are precious few students, as you may 
Imagine, who can afford to Invest s« 
much money in models for private 
study.”

ly. The usual met boil of removing him 
is to widen the hole in which he has 
entered and then extract him. intact if 
possible, with a needle, ca re being tak 
en that un eggs or young are left be­ 
hind. The place should then be dressed 
to prevent festering. It is not ad visa 
blo to march much after removing jig 
gers. but unfortunately it is frequently 
unavoidable. 
I may mention that Lieutenant Colo­ 
nel Macdonald once told me that dur­ 
ing bis first visit to Uganda some na­ 
tives caught a leopard in one of tile 
banana plantations whose feet were so 
thoroughly diseased from jiggers that 
he was quite unable to move of to de­ 
fend himself.—Blackwood.

One of tIn* greatest curiosities noted 
by travelers in Alaska is the woudertu 
haven of driftw ood ou tile co. ist be 
tween 
Y ak u tat 
and 
Kyak 
islands. 
some 1.2IXI or 1.3(H) miles northeast 
from Seattle. 
The constant deposit 
of logs and driftwood in this particular 
spot, which has beeu going ou for hun 
dreds, perhaps thousands, of years, is 
due to tile phenomena of the tides, rile 
Pacific gulf stream, 
the 
mysterum- 
ocean currents and the peculiar forma 
tlon of the shore lines at that point. 
Logs aud timbers are readily blenti 
fled there as (laving eome from Japan 
China, I lid in aud other parts of Asia 
as well as from California. W ashing 
ton and other parts of the American 
continent. 
There are tine logs of iii* 
camphor tree, the mahogany, the red 
wool! and the pine in this driftage 
Some of those from tin* state of Wash 
lngton contain the nam es of the mer. 
who felled the trees and of the saw 
mills for which they were destined 
but never reached. 
Logs eight feet iii 
diameter are in this novel wood yard 
and some entire trees 130 feet long ar* 
there, uplifted by the roots, east into 
the sea by some terrible tempest and 
sent floating round the world 
Other 
persons on the beach descry big trees 
floating 
shorew ard, 
with 
fantasm 
roots above the waves like some st:, 
monster. 
Otic beach afte r another' ha- 
been formed by the floating timbers 
and a little d istam e back from th* 
shore the deposits are so old that tie 
wood in some places is petrified, whit. 
a little deeper in the earth it has turn 
ed into coal. 
The new er logs are with 
out bark and as hard as stone, due. i’ 
is thought, to their long immersion in 
salt water. 
They have all taken on a 
whitish 
appearance, 
lu 
places th- 
timbers are piled 20 feet high; at otliet 
points they rise to a height of oui) 
four or five feet. 
Under this wonderful beach are found 
large quantities of dark, ruby sand 
rich in fine particles of gold, for th*' 
separation of which no successful pre** 
ess has yet beeu discovered.—-Chicago 
Tlmes-Herald.

Reaffirming the principle that governments 
derive their just powers from the consent of 
the governed, and calling for the application of 
tho principle to women, inking congr*-*.* to sub­ 
mit to the state legislatures a constitutional 
amendment prohibiting tho disfranchisement 
of United States citizens on account of (sex; 
asking that upon whatever term* suffrage 
may be granted to the mon of

granted to women on

same terms; that women lie included in the

75 per cent of the women voted; in Paris, 'IO 
j*er cent, as comparts! with 14 j>er cent of the 
men, and that in Now Orleans and Baton Rouge 
the women voters carried tho day for a 
sewerage system and a jiurc water supply, 
protesting against an alleged intention on the 
im rf of certain government officials to elim­

OPPOSED TO WOMAN'S SUFFRAGE. 


D elegation of Ladles Pleasantly Received 
by the Prertldeut. 


W ashington, Fob. 13.—President Mc­ 
Kinley received ut the White House a 
number of the ladies representing the 
state associations that are opposed to 
woman’s suffrage. The ladies were in­ 
troduced by Mrs. Root, wife of the sec­ 
retary of war. Their reception bv the 
president was exceedingly cordial. After 
tin* meeting the ladies expressed them­ 
selves as well pleased, both as to tile im­ 
pression the president had made on them 
and the impression they apparently had 
made on the president.

C in c in n a t i, Feb. 13.—In the United 
States circuit court of appeals, Judge 
W. H. Taft heard arguments for over 
three hours on the applications for iii 
junctions against the Kentucky state 
board of election commissioners, and the 
contestants for the state offices other 
than governor and lieutenant governor. 
Th; plaintiffs were represented by 
Bradley, Willson, Sweeny and Yost, ail 
of Kentucky. 
The defendants wore 
represented by Scott, Hendrick Huger 
aud Maxwell, the latter being a Member 
of the liar of Cincinnati and the others 
of Kentucky. 
Ex-Governor Bradley made a plain 
statement of the ground upon which tin* 
action of the court is invoked. 
After 
reciting the provisions by which the 
state b<Mird of elections is converted into 
a board of contest, he declared that they 
were entirely repugnant to the Republi­ 
can form of government, which pro­ 
vides for three distinct departments. 
He asserted that this board of contest 
had been made a judicial body by the 
Goebel law. 
At this |x lint Judge Taft inquired 
whether the Goebel luw had lieeti J Hissed 
ii]ion by the court of app als. Governor 
Bradley replied that it haul, but that his 
contention was that nevertheless, in 
case he could show the law to be iii con­ 
travention of the federal constitution, 
then this court could be invoked. Judge 
Tall replied r hat a decision of the state 
court on the constitutionality of the law 
did not necessarily prevent jurisdiction 
by the United States court of appeals 
where a proper case could bi: shown. 
Governor Bradley then went on to 
show iii what respect the Gobi I law de­ 
prives citizens of their rights. In tins 
line he spoke of the situation iii Ken­ 
tucky with regard to these complain­ 
ants having been given certificates of 
election by a vote of two to (the, and that 
one now the only member of the board 
which is about to pass upon the contests 
institute'! by the (‘undulates opposed to 
these plaintiffs. That one, he said, had 
already officially declared that the board 
had the |lower to go behind the returns, 
and thus to exercise judicial powers. 
The other two members bud likewise, in 
advance of their decision, declared their 
intention to oust these plaintiffs. 
Going into the argument for the juris­ 
diction of this court, he said that this 
action had its basis in the provision of 
the fourteenth amendment of the con­ 
stitution of t ne United States. He quoted 
Justice Harlan as saying that a state 
may not'disregard, by any of its agents, 
the provisions of this section by taking 
life, liberty or property without due pro­ 
cess of law. He went on to define the 
meaning of liberty so as to include in it 
the right to vote, to have the voteeount- 
ed and the officerseleetdpermitted toex- 
ercise the functions of their office. 
Judge Taft here created a diversion by 
asking if the right to vote was granted 
by the fourteenth amendment to women. 
Mr. Bradley admitted that 
while 
women had not the right to vote, it was 
nevertheless true that authorized elect­ 
ors are entitled to protection by the 
federal courts against any state agent 
which undertakes to nullify that vote. 
Lawrence Maxwell, Jr., on behalf of 
the defendants, made a brief argument 
on the two propositions that this court 
had no jurisdiction, because the peti­ 
tions do not present a case of equity, and 
do not fall under the provisions of the 
fourteenth amendment to the United 
States constitution. Ho said .the situa­ 
tion was one iii which the position of 
these complainants is iii course of settle­ 
ment by a slate tribunal. Contest pro­ 
ceedings iii their eases are pending. This 
condition presents none of the features 
of an equity ease. 
Mr. Maxwell then recited a number of 
cases iii which it had been held that the 
court had no power to interfere in the 
re movttl of an officer, and that courts of 
equity took cognizance only of civil and 
property rights. This being true, ho 
claimed there was no ground whatever 
for federal interference. Referring to 
the claim under the fourteenth amend­ 
ment, he said the right to hold an office 
in the state of Kentucky w as not one of 
the rights guaranteed by that amend­ 
ment, whose offices are creations of the 
state of Kentucky, and the right to hold 
them cannot be construed into one of 
the rights designated in the amendment 
referred to. 
Mr. A. E. Wilson, for the plaintiffs, 
followed in a brief argument, iii which 
he took mach limo rn roa ling authori­ 
ties on the subject of the jurisdiction of 
a court under the fourteenth amend­ 
ment of tho United States constitution. 


He s]*>ke feelingly ut the gravity of the 
situation in Kentucky. H** character­ 
ized this court as one free from the ex­ 
citement and partisanship that existed 
in Kentucky. 
Mr. J. A. Sc »rt. for tin* defendants, 
made the pouf that tile court could not 
interfere t. prevent the future action of 
tin* Luird el contest. 
Ile said the only 
real arrack which laid Im‘en made oil the 
11oebel law was that it provided that all 
the election com mi sri oners throughout 
the state riiould be piirtisau Democrats. 
He ridiculed the idea of making this tin* 
j Ton lid "t interference of this court, 
iud insisted that the right to hold office 
was not one of the rights defined rn the 
fourteenth amendment of the constitu­ 
tion. He argued against flu* jurisdiction 
of thi.* court. 
Mr. Bradley, in his closing argument, 
in sisted that the contest board being 
made into a court was repugnant to the 
constitution of Kentucky, which s]>*‘oi- 
tie* what courts shall bi’ created. The 
attempt to confer judicial authority on 
tIii*- board deprived tiles*' plaintiffs of 
their rights and gives this court jurisdic­ 
tion. 
In reply to a question by the court, 
Mr. Bradley said he did claim that these 
offices were property. He closed by the 
declaration that there was no remedy in 
the state courts and that equity has 
jurisdiction where common law fails 
and even win re equity can better re 
dress tin* ii ijury than cm the common 
la w 
After the conclusion of the argument* 
Judge Taft adv Led council that he 
Would announce In* decision sofar as 
the Coart having j .ri - Let iou iii the 
cases ai e com» rued at 2 p. iii. to-nior- 
n >w.

I .et the schem e of funding stand 
on its own m erits and by itself, 
bet tho gov­ 
ernment go forward when the tim e com es and 
borrow money for funding purposes at AS low 
a rate of interest, ns it can. making such a rate 
as will insure the bonds being m aintained at 
par, without depending on national banks or 
any 
outside 
agency, and 
w ithout 
giving 
grounds for tho impression ti it a public debt 
is to be encl Di nged and fostered in order to 
provide a sn i e currency. 
Mr. Wolcott, (Rep., Col.), referring to 
tho first section of tin* senate bill declar­ 
ing tin* gold dollar should continue to 
stand as t he standard of value, said iu 
part: 
Of course it will, and it would so continuo if 
this siH*tion w ere elim inated from the bill. We 
might as well gravely pass a law providing that 
a yard shall continue to be three feet in length.

Under our ex­ 
isting gold standard there.seem s to lie no other 
available method of giving us this greatly 
needed increase than the one favored by thin 
bill. 
Looking to the currency problems of tho 
whole world, all legislation of the character 
contem plated by this bill is, to those who be­ 
lieve m the principles of bim etallism , unwise, 
because under the benefic! en I working of the 
bim etallic system it would be unnecessary. It 
is but one more Htep to be eventually retraced.

C i n c i n n a t i , Feb. 1 3 .— In the United 
States circuit court of appeals, Judge 
VV. H. Taft heard argum ents for over 
three hours on the applications for in 
junctions against the K entucky state 
board of election commissioners, and the 
contestants for the state offices other 
than governor aud lieutenant governor. 
T h ; plaintiffs were represented by 
Bradley, W illson, Sweeny and Yost, ail 
of K entucky. 
The defendants were 
r e p r e se n te d by S e o tt, Heudrk k Hager 
and Maxw ell, the latter being ft Member 
of the bar of Cincinnati and the others 
of Kentucky. 
Ex-Governor Bradley made a plain 
statem ent of the ground upon which the 
action of the court is invoked. 
After 
reciting the provisions by which the 
state board <>f elections is converted into 
a board of contest, he declared that they 
were entirely repugnant to the Republi­ 
can form of government, which pro­ 
vides for three distinct departm ents. 
He asserted that this board of contest 
hud been made a judicial bialy by the 
Goebel law. 
At this point Judge Taft inquired 
whether the Goebel law had l>een juisscd 
ui*m by the court of appeals. Governor 
Bradley replied that it had, but that his 
contention was that nevertheless, in 
ease lie could show the law to Is* in con­ 
travention of the federal constitution, 
then this court could lie invoked. Judge 
Taft replied that a decision of the state 
court ou the constitutionality of the law 
did not necessarily prevent jurisdiction 
by the Unites! States court of appeals 
where a proper case could be shown. 
Governor Bradley then went on to 
show in w hat resjiect the Gob* 1 law do- 
nrives citizens of their rights. 
In this 
iiue he sj*»ke of the situation in Ken­ 
tucky w ith regard to these complain­ 
ants having been given certificates of 
election by a vote of two to <#ie, and that 
one now the only member of thclxmrd 
which is about to pass upon the contests 
instituted by the ea adulates opjxised to 
these plaintiffs. 
That one, he said, imd 
already officially declared that tin* board 
had the jxover to go behind the returns, 
and thus to exercise judicial powers. 
The other two meiutiers had likewise, in 
advance of their decision, declared their 
intention to oust these plaintiff's. 
Going into the argum ent for the juris 
diction of this court, he said tliat this 
action hud its basis in the provision of 
the fourteenth am endm eut of the con­ 
stitution of t he Uiiited States. He quoted 
Justice Harlan as saying that a state 
may not disregard, by any of its agents, 
the provisions of this section by Diking 
life, liberty or jiroperty without due pro­ 
cess of law . 
He went on to define the 
meaning of liberty so as to include in it 
the right to vote, to have the vote count­ 
ed and the officerselectd perm itted toex- 
ercise the functions of their office. 
Judge Taft- here created a diversion by 
asking if the right to vote was granted 
by the fourteenth amendment to women. 
Mr. 
Bradley adm itted 
that 
while 
women had not the l ight to vote, it was 
nevertheless true that authorized e le c t­ 
ors are entitled 
to protection by the 
federal courts against anv state aguut 
which undertakes to nullify that vote. 
Lawreuce Maxwell, Jr., on behalf of 
the def cm hints, made a brief argum ent 
on the two propositions that this court 
had no jurisdiction, because the peti- 
tions do not present a case of equity, and 
do not fall under the provisions of the 
fourteenth am endm ent to the United 
States constitution. 
Ho said .th e situa­ 
tion was one in which the position of 
these com plainants is in course of settle­ 
ment by a state tribunal. 
Contest pro­ 
ceedings in t heir eases ure pending. This 
condition presents none of the features 
of an equity ease. 
Mr. Maxwell then recited a num ber of 
cases in which it had been held that the 
court had no jxiwer to interfere in the 
rem oval of an officer, and that courts of 
equity t»x*k cognizance only of civil and 
property rights. 
This l»eing true, he 
claimed there was no ground wlin lever 
for federal interference. 
Referring to 
the claim under the fourteenth am end­ 
ment, he said the right to hold an offioc 
in the state of Kentucky was not one of 
the rights guaranteed by that am end­ 
ment, whose offices are creations of the 
state of Kentucky, and the right to hold 
them cannot Ixi construed into one of 
the rights designated in the am endm ent 
referred to. 
Mr. A. K, W ilson, for the plaintiffs, 
followed in a brief argum ent, in which 
he took uiach rime m ro a lin g authori­ 
ties on the subject of the jurisdiction of 
a court under the fourteenth amend- , 
m ent of the U nited States constitution. 


! H e sixike feelingly ol the gravity of the 
i situation in Kentucky. 
He charaeter- 
| izo<l this court a- one free from the ex­ 
citement and p a rtisa n sh ip that existed 
in Kentucky. 
Mr. J. A. Scott, for the defendants, 
mad* the (K»int that the court could nor 
interfere to prevent the future action of 
i the Ik«ird ot contest. 
He said the Olilv 
I real attack which had been made on the 
( ioeliel law was that it provided that all 
the election commissioners throughout 
1 the >tar<- should be partisan Democrats, 
j H** ridiculed the idea of making this the 
j [Tound of interference of this court, 
l nd insisted that the right to hold office 
was not one of the rights defined m the 
fourteenth amendment of tin* constitu­ 
tion. He argued against the jurisdiction 
of f hi,- eouiT. 
Mr. Bradley, in his closing argum ent, 
insisted that the contest board being 
made into a court was repugnant to the 
constitution of Kentucky, which sjx'ci- 
fie> what courts shall be created. 
The 
attempt, to confer judicial authority on 
thi> board deprived these plaintiffs of 
their rights and gives this court jurisdic­ 
tion. 
hi reply in a question by the court, 
Mr. Bradley said he did claim that these 
offices were property. 
He closed by the 
declaration that there was no remedy in 
tlit state eonrts and that equity has 
jurisdiction when* common law* fails 
and even win re equity can better re 
dr»*ss the n iju ry 'th a n cm the common 
law.

States circuit court of appeals, Judge 
IV. IL Taft heard argum ents for over 
rim e hours on the applications for in 
junctions against th** Kentucky state 
board of election commissioners,and the 
contestants for the state offices other 
than governor aud lieutenant governor. 
Th 
plaintiffs were represented by 
Bradley, Willson, Sweeny and Yost, ail 
of Kentucky. 
The defendants were 
represent***! by Scott, Hemline k Hager 
and Maxwell, th** latter being a i .k>iiiber 
of the bar of Cincinnati and the others 
of Kentucky. 
Ex-(inventor Bradley made a plain 
statement of the ground upon which the 
action o f the court is invoked. 
After 
reciting the provisions by which the 
state board of elections is converted into 
a board of contest, he declared that they 
were entirely repugnant to the Republi­ 
can form o f government, which pro­ 
vides for three distinct departments. 
Ho asserted that this Itoard of contest 
had been max ie a judicial body by the 
Goebel law. 
At this point Judge Taft inquired 
whether the Goebel law had been passed 
ujjou by the court of ap p als. Governor 
Bradley replied that if had, but that his 
contention was that nevertheless, iu 
case he could show th** law to lie iii con­ 
travention of the federal constitution, 
then this court could it*1 invoked. Judge 
Taft replitNI r lint a decision of the state 
court on the constitutionality of th*; law 
did not necessarily prevent jurisdiction 
by tin; United States court of appeals 
where a proper case could bt? shown. 
Governor Bradley then went oil to 
show in what resjiect the Gob* I law de­ 
prives citizens of their rights.

tucky with regard to these complain­ 
ants having been given certificates of 
election by a vote of two to db* , and that 
one now the only member of the board 
winch is about to piss u|x>n til** contests 
institute! by the candidates opposed to 
these plaintiffs. 
Ti att one, he said, had 
already officially declared that the board 
had tin* power to go behind the returns, 
and thus to exercise judicial powers 
The other two members had likewise, iii 
ad vane* * of their decision, declared their 
intention to oust these plaintiffs. 
Going into the argum ent for the juris­ 
diction of this court, he said tliat this 
action had its basis in the provision of 
the fourteenth amendm ent of the con­ 
stitution of I he United States. He quoted 
Justice Harlan as saying that a state 
may not disregard, by any of its agents, 
the provisions of this section by taking 
life, liberty or property without due pro­ 
cess of law. 
He went on to define the 
meaning of liberty so as to include iii it 
the right tx* vote, to have the vote count­ 
ed and tile officerseleetdpermitted toex 
ereise the functions of their office. 
Judge Taft here created a diversion by 
asking if the right to vote was granted 
by the fourteenth amendm ent to women. 
Mr. Bradley adm itted 
that 
while 
women had not the right to vote, it was 
nevertheless time that authorized elect­ 
ors are entitled to protection by the 
federal courts against any state aguilt 
which undertakes to nullify that vote. 
Lawrence Maxwell, Jr., on behalf of 
the defendants, made a brief argum ent 
on the two propositions that this court 
had uo jurisdiction, because the ]>eti- 
t ious do not present a case of equity, and 
do not fall under the provisions of the 
fourteenth amendm ent to the United 
States constitution. 
Ho said .the situa­ 
tion was om- iii which the position of 
these complainants is in course of settle­ 
m ent by a state tribunal. Contest pro­ 
ceedings in their cases are pending. This 
condition presents none of the features 
of an equity ease. 
Mr. Maxwell then recited a num ber of 
cases in which it had been held that the 
court had no pnver to interfere iii the 
rem oval of an officer, and that courts of 
equity took cognizance only of civil and 
property rights. 
This tieing true, ho 
claimed there was no ground whatever 
for federal interference.
